TEXAS COLLEGE 
REPOR^RECORO 

University Of Texas Has 
Largest Registration in 
Histoiy. 



Registration in the University of 
Texas has passed all, previous records. 
The grand total for the session 1919- 
1920 up to Frldsy night, October 10, 
had reached the high water mark of 
3631. 

In the College of Arts, Education 
and Graduate dcpartmcnta there are 
more women than men, tho registra- 
tion figures being: .Men, 1367; women, 
1422. This makes a total of 2779. 
Tbe Engineering Department shows 
612 men and 20 women, totalling 632. 
In the Law Department the total Is 
310, and 18 of this number are wo- 
men. Tho total number of men In tbe 
University is 2161. of women it is 
1460. 

An interesting comparison with tho 
figures for the whole last ^ear shows 
the grand total was 2812, of which 
1761 were men and 1061 were women. 
Another comparison of Interest is the 
fact that there were 60 more men than 
women in the College of Arts last 
year. 

A comparison of figures for tho last 
several BCBsions show that tor the first 
four days of tho sesBlon of 1016il7, 
2288 students had matriculated. In the 
same period of 1017-18, tho war iies- 
Bion, 1671 students; while In tho per- 
iod of 1918-19 matriculation was 1787. 

Only estimates have yet been ob- 
tained from the schools of medicine, 
pharmacy, and nursing at Qalveston. 
But over ' 200 . have" already rècistered 
and It is expected that tho 'number 
will go to 300 this session. . 



CONDEMN EXTREME 
LAiWURjLEMENT 

New South Wales Labor 
Party Leader Does Not 
Fear Extremists. 

John Storey, the leader of tbe New 
South Wales Labor Party, Is not 
among those I..abot; men who fear to 
condemn the extremist elements which 
have threatened to introduce Bolshe- 
vist methods Into Australia. Reply- 
ing to wild talk uttered during the 
seamon'è strike, Mr. Storey said: 

"There liT nb actual revolutionary 
Socialism in Australia. There are 
only a . few people who do nothing 
more than talk about it, and will do 
nothing more when the pinch comes. 
They, however, mislead others — 
mostly young people — Into wrong 
ways of thinking. I will have none 
of them, and the Labor movement will 
have none of them. We are evolu- 
tlonlsts,^^ not rcvolutlonl«ta." 

Referring to the fine of £100 im- 
posed on Thomas Walsh, general sec- 
retary of the Federated Scamcti'a 
Union and husband of tbe former .Miss 
Adela Pankhurst, one speaker de- 
clared: "The working class wrill ac- 
cept the challenge. - A revolution Is 
going to take place iii Australia tbe 
outcome of which will be a soviet 
government." 

Thomas Walsh was reported as say- 
ing at the meeting that he bad told tho 
Trades Hall Disputés Committee that 
the best way to settle the seamen's 
strike would be to elect a soviet go- 
vernment, but the committee bad not 
approved of his remark, and one mem> 
her of it had exclaimed: "I beard that 
what you wanted was a revolution, 
and now you have proved 11 by mak- 
ing such a proposal." Walsh denied, 
at tbe meeting that tbe seamen had 
been receiving monetary support from 
America. . He added, according to the 
press report: "But I know that if I 
nnkod for it to-morrow I can get as- 
BlBlance from the I. W, W. in America, 
and also frqm certain sources in Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy,, and Roumania. 
It has been offered, so why should wo 
not accept It If the federal government 
will- not concede our demands," 

Walsh's Imprisonment for continu- 
ing to incite the seamen to strike fol- 
lowed shortly after this outburst 



QUEENSUND AIDS 
IN UNEMPLOYMENT 

A t-emarkable experiment in indus- 
trial legislation will be begun* If tho 
Queensland Uhor government passes 
Its unemployment bill, which is the 
first of iu kind in Auatralia. U is 
being bitterly opposed as inequitable. 

The hill provides for an unemploy- 
ment council, composed of tho min- 
ister in cbargc of the act, as chair- 
man, a Judge of the Arbitration Court, 
the director of Labor, a workers' 
reprcsenutive elected by the execu- 
tlvs of induatrial unions, and an cih- 
ployere* representative elected by the 
executives of employrs' organixa- 
Uons, Thifl rouncll will Inquire into 
the cause, and extent of, unemploy- 
ment, and the best measures for re- 
ducing or ellmlnaUng It: . 

In aid of what Ib tcrthéd (he Un- 
employment Instiranoe Fund, every 
employer must pay annually £2 for 
each worker employed, this sum vary- 
ing after 1U19 In accordance wlth^the 
decision of the unemployment council. 
AM payments to unemployed workers, 
and In connection with the admini- 
stration of^he act. will be paid -out 
of this fund. The number of work- 
ers used by an employer' in any year 
will be tbe average number of per- 
sons employed by him on each 
working day during such year. For 
every worker who baa been proved, 
to the satisfaction of tho minister, to 
have been continuously in the service 
of tbe same employer during the year 
In respect of which the assessment is 
mode, the employer shall be cnUtled 
to a rcbotc on the assessment at a 
rate to be prescribed. 

It Is noteworthy that no provision 
is made for a contribution by any

employee, but Jt is provided that na 
person who goes out on strike shall 
be -entitled to rectlvo an unemptoy- 
mcQt^allowance while on 'strike, and 
If the' strike is not in line with tho 
Industrial Arblirailon Act of l!il6 tho 
Hlrlker may forfeit for six months 
after the cessation of the strike any 
ri|[bt8 of unemployment pa.v. Every 
unemployed worker Is given the right 
to register undor tlii> act. and il ha 
remain unemployed for 14 days, and 
has been a resident in QueenHland for 
Ii> montba continuously, ho shall be 
ontitled to sitstenance. He must not,' 
however, refuse employment without 
reasonable excuse. 

Provision is nind" for tho ostabllah- 
ment of iJabor farms by the State, and 
the overseer of each farm may estai)- 
llsh and manage any trade or Industry 
in the farm; and dispose of tho pro- 
ceeds. 

Power ts given to order local au« 
IhorltioH nnd other local governlut; 
bodloa to carry out work for. mo relief 
of unemployment, or to postpone 'any 
works until .the slack season of the 
year. The Oovernor-ln-CmincIl may 
dir.ect ony company, or pornnii or firm 
whose taxable income oxcoodcd 15 per 
cent on capital invested In a business 
—provided tho amount of such Income 
exceeded In the ease of a company 
£10,000 or In the cjtso of a persoi) or 
firm £6,000 — to Invest money In de- 
velopmenul work, or work of benefit 
to the State, or to Invest lu govern- 
ment securities. The amount of this. 
Investment and tbe rate of interest 
will be governed by the special-order 
made. ■ 

The. rate of sustenance allowance 
shall In no case exceed one-half of the 
amount of wages payable weekly un- 
der any award, or. If. there Is no 
award, not morie than half the pre- 
vailing rate of wages In the same call- 
ing as thp.t of ilio tineiiiployoft worker.

HOUSING SCHEME 
FO R OLD Q UEBEC 

Novel Plan To Preserve Resi- 
dential District From 
Manufacturing En- 
croachment

A group of i«nu«ntl«l citUena o( 
Quebec city, including untveralty pro- 
fessors, lawyers. Journalists, medical 
and other profcssional men and go- 
vernment officials, bave presented a 
memorial to the Mayor ot Quebec 
taking for encouragement to form a 
housing company on the lines of the 
Co-partnership TenanU of KnRl.ind 
with a view to building a model gar- 
den suburb In Quebec, to commemo- 
rate the Diamond Jubilee of Canadian 
Confederation. July 1. 1937. 

The committee wish to proceed 
under the Federal Housing Act and 
declare their willingness to accept its 
provisions. They propose to incor- 
porate a housing company in the in- 
tcrestfl of better housing for working 
people, with a limited dividend ot C 
per cent, the capital to bo redeemed 
in a thirty years' period. They un- 
dertake to supply private capital to 
the extent of |226,000 (IS per cent of 
the estimated cost) and ask assurance 
from the city of Quebec that a loan 
will be granted from the Quebec ap- 
portidnmont under the Federal hous- 
ing grant equal to $1,276,000 (86 per 
cent of (he estimated cost). The 
committee estimate the cost of the 
project at approximately $1,600,000. 
The allocation to the province of Que- 
bec under the Federal grant la.|7,000,- 
000. 

The memorial includes a plan of a 
"confederation «ardcn village" with 
all streets and boulevards converging 
to a circular civic centre named "Can- 
ada" with provision for "places" 
named after the principal cities of the 
Dominion, such as "Toronto Place." 
A special district Is set aside for man- 
ufacturing purposes so as to prevent 
the familiar encroachment of manufac- 
ture into roBldentlal dIslrictR with the 
consequent impairmeqit; of residential 
property and of the amenities of do- 
mestic life. The garden suburb is 
surrounded by four playgrounds 
named Ungava, Keowatin, Newfound- 
land and Alaska. This plan is in- 
tended as a guide In the development 
of the project 

The annual rent of the houses will 
be fixed at 10 per cent of the total 
cost of the house and lot and tbç rents 
wlU be from |15 upwsrds. A deter- 
mined effort will be made to supply 
houses for families of small incomes 
though there is no Intention of segre- 
gating any one class of relldents. • 

The project has qualities of Ideal- 
ism, but such projects are no longer 
"castles in the air." They have been 
bûllt on solid ground In otber 'Coun- 
trles and they are (he deliberately 
chosen methods for^o^atoratlon o( 
(ho devastated reglotiB*«^ranoo and 
Belgium. They are admitted to be 
economically sound by all serious 
students of sociology and (he bes( 
solution for tho muKKude of social 
evils attendant upon (he uncon(rolled 
development ot cities,— A.B.
